Jacob is also the proud owner of a mandolin which is very 


different from other mandolins. This very one was atop a piano 
once upon a time, and lightning struck it and smashed it to, you 
know, smithereens. Jacob repaired it and it plays very nicely. 


He has other mandolins, too, though they have never been 


struck by lightning. He has several violins and he still owns a 
pair of licorice sticks (really, clarinets) which he learned to play 
a good long time ago — more than a half century.

As though to attest to Jacob's reluctance to see treasures dis- 


carded, there stands in his hallway an honest-to-goodness Edison 
gramaphone which plays prettily when wound, and is almost the 
same age as Jacob.

It has a detachable crank which is stored in the innards of the 
box. Jacob plans to put the old organ up for sale, but you know 
these fellows. Take me. Would I sell my 13-lined ground squirrel 
femur?

Dear Heloise: 


"On the crayon

which is a fairly common one 
. . .we sometimes despair. How- 
ever, there are certain things 
that can be done. As you know, 
crayons are much like lipstick. 
They contain grease, wax and 
dye. 


"The 
grease and wax can by 


easily removed by cleaning the 
clothes in any good dry cleaning 
solvent, but sometimes the dye 
remains. This dye may be taken 
out if the clothes are cleaned 
with a dry cleaning fluid im- 
mediately and, of course, a 
good nonflammable solvent will 
remove the stains from the dry- 
er." 


"If any color remains in the 


dryer itself, you can use a good 
diluted chlorine bleach to dis- 
solve the color. Many times if 
the clothing is white, a short 
soaking in well-diluted chlorine 
bleach (if applicable to the ma- 
terial) will remove the dye stain 
from the material itself. 


"Another suggestion — some- 


times a safe, all - purpose, all- 
fabric sodium perborate bleach 
(this is powdered and is sold 
Under various names) will help. 


"For 
persistent stains such 


as dye from crayons, I make 
a sort of paste of the powdered 
perborate bleach (be sure it is 
not a chlorine bleach) and put 
this on the moistened fabric 
where the stain is. Keep it moist 
and give it time Often the dye 
comes out." 


"As a last resort, your pro- 


fessional cleaner has spotting 
agents for removal of dye, but 
I don't trust myself to use these. 
I think a professional spotting 
is needed."

Positive Aspects of the Railroad Settlement 


There are a number of 
encouraging 


aspects to the settlement of the national 
railroad labor dispute, some 
immediate 


and obvious, some with longer range 
potential for improvement in efficiency for 
the rail industry. 


Of most immediate and obvious benefit 


is the fact that there will be no nation- 
wide railroad strike. The general public 
is the beneficiary here. 


The fact that the intricate and long- 


standing dispute was settled through the 
process of collective bargaining is impor- 
tant, even if the bargaining took place 
under the constant pressure of President 
Johnson, Secretary of Labor Wirtz and 
federal mediators. There were frequent 
occasions in the past when one side or 
the other refused to bargain seriously, 
feeling that forcing government interven- 
tion might serve their immediate ends. 


President Johnson must be given great 


credit for his persistent, even stubborn in- 
sistence that management and labor must 
settle their own problems. The President 
has long had a reputation, particularly in 
Congress, as an effective compromiser, for 
his ability to get people together in a mood 
to work out solutions. His successful appli- 
cation of these talents to the railroad 
problem not only averted what could have 
been a calamitous strike but relieved Con- 
gress of the duty of dictating a govern- 
ment settlement. 


There was some criticism of the Presi- 


dent when he figuratively got down on 
his knees and begged both parties to delay 
the strike two weeks ago and to continue 
their negotiations. 
But the question of 


whether a President should thus belittle 
himself is academic now that his subse- 
quent persuasions have led to a settle- 
ment. 


What of the longer-range benefits? 
Railroad management won a few rights 


to reduce manpower and increase effi- 
ciency, giving the rail brotherhoods some 
financial benefits in return. They will be 
able to reduce the number of operating

employees such as engineers and con- 
ductors on self-propelled equipment used 
for construction and other purposes.

Other changes in work rules sought 


by management are yet to be decided, 
but methods of deciding these issues are 
agreed upon. The railroad's request for 
broader authority to set up longer train 
runs without changing crews are referred 
to an arbitration committee consisting of 
the two private mediators who took part 
in the settlement. The biggest issue, 
elimination of firemen on diesel locomo- 
tives and revision of other'train crews, is 
in court. At the time of the threatened 
strike a year ago Congress passed a com- 
pulsory arbitration law and the arbitra- 
tion board ruled management should have 
the right to eliminate these jobs. The 
brotherhoods have appealed this ruling to 
the Supreme Court. 


Probably the major benefit for the 


future is that railroad management and 
labor can now forget to a large extent the 
dispute in which they have been embroiled 
for some four years and get back to their 
mutual job of running the railroads. The 
chief management spokesman anticipated 
a "rebirth of cooperation" between rail 
management and labor. The union spokes- 
man declared that the "groundwork for 
collective bargaining in the railroad indus- 
try has been reestablished." 


There is one more factor which could 


be the most potent of all. Now that Presi- 
dent Johnson has accomplished what Presi- 
dents Eisenhower and Kennedy could not 
do, he has an opportunity to better their 
records in another respect and repay rail 
management and labor for their coopera- 
tion. He could go to work on Congress to 
seriously consider legislative 
proposals 


made by an Eisenhower study commission, 
and later repeated by President Kennedy, 
to accord the railroads more equal oppor- 
tunity under federal laws and regulations 
to compete for the nation's transportation 
business. 


It was a clear admission that the pre- 


mier doesn't think his party is now ready 
for the test. 


Another intra-party fight broke into 


the open recently when the prime minister 
introduced a controversial bill in the dying 
months of a long parliamentary session 
to prevent manufacturers and traders from 
fixing retail prices. There was a rebellion 
among the "party's back-benchers. Conser- 
vative critics of Prime Minister Macmillan 
were heard to say that "Mac -would have 
known better."

vast problems will diminish. 


Groups Take Sides 


The verbal war of the two 


red giants has 
shaken 
the 


movement around the world. 
Communists have chosen up 
sides. It looks as if the only 
thing that could prevent the 
division from solidifying into 
two o p p o s i n g Communist 
camps would be the end of 
the Khrushchev regime and 
its replacement by a Stalinist 
one. Even should Khrushchev 
d'sappear from the stage, how- 
ever, emergence of a new 
Stalin in today's Soviet Union 
seems unlikely. 


What goes on in the Com- 


munist world in the backwash 
of the dispute? Briefly, this is 
the picture: 


The movement 
has 
been 


rocked to its foundations. Com- 
munist regimes of North Korea 
and North Viet Nam clearly 
have arrayed themselves with 
the Chinese. First, they are 
Asians. Second, the Chinese 
'are close by and China's vast- 
ness is formidable. These re- 
gimes, therefore, 
stand for 


world revolution produced by 
unremitting violence, inspired, 
and supported by established 
Red regimes. 


The Indonesian Communist 


Party, largest and most pow- 
erful outside the Communist- 
ruled nations, recently went 
down the line for Peking's side 
of the argument. Russians lost 
a- contest for influence there. 


Some Parties Shattered 


The Australian and 
New 


Zealand 
Communist Parties 


have been shattered. Pro-Chi- 
nese rebels, including many 
of the top leadership, 
have 


formed a party of their own. 
They denounce Moscow vio- 
lently, accusing Khrushchev's 
supporters of repudiating revo- 
lution and helping the United 
States. 


In India, a majority of a 


once-disciplined party of 250,- 


000 supports the Russians be- 
cause of the Red Chinese at- 
tacks on Indian borders. But a 
noisy 
minority 
has broken 


away bo jin the Peking side 
of the quarrel. In Ceylon, too, 
a pro-Chinese wing is battling 
with the pro-Muscovites for 
control. 


In Japan, the heavy weight 


of Communist party support 
goes to the Peking side. A 
definite split has been devel- 
oping for some time which 
likely, in the long run, will 
take the Japanese party all 
the way to the Chinese side. 


Europe 


There are deep splits in the 


parties in Belgium and Scan- 
dinavia, with pro - Chinese 
threatening 
to break away. 


In France, the Chinese make 
inroads. They have financed a 
new publication called "revo- 
lution" and are sowing confus- 
ion and discord. 


The Italian Communist Par- 


ty is badgered by a small pro- 
Chinese wing. The Italian par- 
ty tries to play down the quar- 
rel, unhappy at the split and 
is pleading for compromise. 


The party in West Germany 


stays with Moscow, as does 
the party in Red East Ger- 
many which is a creature of 
the Kremlin. But in the bloc 
of Red-ruled countries of East 


Europe, the impact of the 
quarrel has produced a tend- 
ency to reach for more inde- 
pendence of the Soviet Union 
in their own domestic affairs. 


Middle East, Africa 


In the Middle East, what 


communists there are — the 
numbers are not great — are 
vastly confused. Arab Commu- 
nists have tended In the past 
to lean toward the violent, or 
pro - Chinese, side 
of 
the 


squabble. 


In numbers, Communist par- 


ties are negligible in Africa. 
The battle on the continent is 
for influence among newly 
emerged independent govern- 
ments and nationalist move- 
ments. The Chinese are mak- 
ing more progress now than 
the Russians, 
whom many 


Africans regard as much the 
same as any other white na- 
tion. 


Latin America 


Cuba provides yeast for the 


Latin American ferment. Fi- 
del Castro's "new" Commu- 
nists—those who fought with 
him in the hills against the 
Batista dictatorship while the 
"old" pro-Moscow Communists 
took things easy in Havana- 
lean to the Chinese view- 
point.

The pro-Chinese wing 
broke away in January and 
denounced Khrushchevites as 
betrayers of Marxism - Lenin- 
ism. It hailed the Chinese par- 
ty as "true heir to the revolu- 
tionary organization w h i c h 
never should be abandoned." 


Small in numbers in other 


countries, though it has been 
active, the Communist Party 
is running into similar experi- 
ences, notably in Peru and 
Mexico. 


United States 


T h e miniscule Communist 


Party—liberal estimates give 
it 8,000 members—has its own 
pro-Chinese wing. The Chinese 
consider it important enough 
to flood it with tons of propa- 
ganda. 


There is a considerable uproar in Eng- 


land over the sentences meted out to the 
bank robbers who took part in one of the 
biggest such events in history. Unlike the 
usual similar complaints in this country, 
most of them are concerned that the terms 
are too severe. 


Seven of the fourteen involved were 


given 30 year terms and the others' sen- 
tences ranged from 3 to 25 years. News- 
papers have adversely 
commented 
edi- 


torially that the long sentences for a train 
robbery involving no violence are out of 
line with those involving brutality. A 
prominent minister has called the sen- 
tences "unchristian." A Royal Commission 
has undertaken the first 
comprehensive 


review of the British penal system in 70 
years. Labor Party spokesmen have pointed 
to the acquisitiveness of British society 
as part of the cause of the robbery in the 
first place. 


Actually there is a considerable differ- 


ence between the length of terms in Great 
Britain and the United States, according 
to James Bennett, Director of our Federal 
Bureau of Prisons. 


In an article in Harper's, Bennett de- 


plores overly harsh sentences as well as 
the common public attitude that most of 
the 
inmates of 
prisons are 
extremely 


dangerous. "More than three-fourths of the 
men and women who are locked up in 
local jails are drunks, vagrants, mentally 
ill or defective, or social misfits of other 
kinds. Of those sentenced to state and 
federal 
penitentiaries, 
more than 
two- 


thirds have been convicted of nonviolent 
crimes such as forgery, auto theft, house- 
breaking, and larceny. Less than 10 per 
cent have been found guilty of homicide, 
rape or kidnapping." 


Bennett points out that crime statistics 


are generally down in this country although 
the juvenile rate is disturbing. Criminals 
are not coddled here, he says, "in fact, the 


criminal in America is dealt with harshly 
indeed. Our criminal laws are the most 
severe in the world, and our legislative 
bodies are still at work making them more 
severe. Except possibly for 'enemies of 
the state' in countries where people are 
sent to prison for political reasons, the 
American criminal on the average serves 
several times as long a sentence in prison 
as his counterpart anywhere else in the 
world. . . Only in America do we find, 
occasionally, sentences of 199 years and 
one hundred years, and regularly sentences 
of thirty, forty and fifty years. In Eng- 
land in the course of a year no more than 
150 men are likely to be given sentences 
of five years or more. In the United States 
the number is about fifteen thousand." 


There 
is little 
evidence that 
the 


severity of the punishment is much of a 
deterrent to the criminal once the sentence 
is more than a few years. The men who 
make and carry out our laws on crime and 
punishment have two primary responsibili- 
ties: to protect the 
innocent 
from the 


vicious, and to try to rehabilitate the 
wrongdoer. 
Long terms may take the 


dangerous criminal off the streets, but 
the length of the term has little to do with 
rehabilitation. And long terms for crimes 
not involving violence do not make much 
sense at all any more. 


Our laws on crime need constant review 


and revision. The wide variations among 
sentences for the same crimes in different 
areas, the treatment of juveniles that 
seems to result in their "graduation" from 
one penal institution to another, the 
apparently rising rate of crimes of violence 
all need attention and survey. As Bennett 
points out we "must reduce the basic 
causes of crime, improve law-enforcement 
methods, and use more effectively the 
techniaues that have been developed for 
changing human behavior." The assurance 
of arrest and trial are more important 
than the length of a prison sentence.
